ASSASSINATED. 

Shot Down as He Stood in Court- 
house Door at Jackson, Ky. 

Election Contest and a Feud Figure in 



Lexington, Ky., May 4.— Just 
after he had finished filing pa- 
pers, reopening the contested 
election cases of Breathitt coun- 
ty, James B. Marcum was shot 
and killed by an unknown assas- 
sin. He fell in his tracks in the 
front entrance of the courthouse 
at Jackson, Ky., and never spoke, 
death being almost instantane- 
ous. Ho fell within a feV yards 
of where Town Marshal James 
Coekrell was shot down in July, 
the assassin being stationed in 
the courthouse in each instance. 
1 Marcum was counsel for the 
fusionists, who are contesting for 
the oflices of county judge, sher- 
iff and other places new held by 
Democrats. As a result of his 
efforts and his sympathy with 
the Cockrell faction in the Har- 
gis-Cockrell feud, he had for a 
year been generally regarded as 
a "marked man." 

Various plots to assassinate 
him have been reported and 
sworn to in affidavits. For 72 
days last fall he was a prisoner 
in his own home, daring not even 
to go out on his porch. The bit- 
terness of the feud somewhat 
abated, however, and the elec- 
tion cases were allowed to sleep 
until Monday. Despite warn- 
ings, Marcum felt safe in resum- 
ing his interrupted practice some 
time ago, and felt Becure in tiling 
a motion to reopen the cases 
which had imperiled his life 
months before.

KILLED WHILE RESISTING ARREST. 

Frank Cardinal Meets Death at White

place. During the conversation 
regarding the settlement Card- 
inal became very much angered 
and drew his pistol, threatening 
to shoot Mrs. Skaggs. She had a 
warrant issued for him and 
placed in the hands of F. O. Al- 
lison, city marshal. In the mean- 
time Cardinal had mounted his 
horse and was leaving the place. 
Allison overtook him and de- 
manded that he stop, as he had 
an order for his arrest. Instead 
of replying Cardinal opened fire 
on Allison, who dropped on hii 
horse's neck and returned the 
lire without taking any special 
aim. Cardinal fell from hi 
horse dead with a bullet hole 
just above the left nipple. Cor- 
oner Rogers, of Madisonville, 
was nOttifll -and held an inquest 
The jurjtfreturned a verdict of 
"justifiable killing, as it was in 
self defense." The above are 
the facts in the case as related 
by Mr. Allison, who was here 
Monday. He also states that 
Cardinal, in conversation with 
Coroner Rogers, made the state, 
ment Friday that he, Cardinal, 
was going to White Plains the 
following day and kill someon 
or be killed himself.

MARION M'CORD DIES SUDDENLY 

At the Residence of Ninon Gordon From 
Heart Failure. 

Marion McCord, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. F. McCord, and a promi- 
nent contractor of this place, died 
suddenly at the home of Ninon 
Gordon last Thursday noon. He 
had eaten dinner and was con- 
versing with his niece, Mrs. Gor- 
don, when he complained of a 
pain around his heart. He had 
scarcely uttered the words be- 
fore his head fell on the back of 
his chair and he sank into an un- 
conscious condition. Mrs. Gordon 
at once summoned Dr. Mothers- 
head but the patient died in a 
few moments after the doctor ar- 
rived. 

Marion had had considerable 
domestic trouble lately and was 
recovering from a protracted 
spree. Dr. Mothershead had 
been attending him for several 
days and had spent a greater 
portion of the night of April 23rd 
with him and says that his heart 
was considerably affected. It 
has only been a short time since 
his wife left him and since that 
time McCord had been imbibing 
very freely up until three days 
before his death. He leaves 
three children, a boy and two 
girls by his second wife who will 
reside with their grandparents, 
Mr. and Mrs. T. F. McCord, of 
near this place. 

He was 45 years old at the 
time of his death and when not 
under the influence of drink was 
a good citizen and a true friend, 
but like thousands of others he 
was his own worst enemy. The 
bereared father and mother and 
his little children have the ten 
der sympathy of their many 
friends.

MAKE A LARGE MINE. 

The purchase of the Shamrock 
mine by the St. Bernard Mining 
Company was consummated last 
week. Mr, E. G. Sebree, for the 
St. Bernard company, went to 
ridence and completed the 
details of the transaction. The 
purchase price was $24,000, which 
covers the development and 
equipment, including about 100 
acres of land fee simple. The 
mine has been producing coal in 
small way for about four 
nths. During the past year 
the St. Bernard has purchased 
land and mining rights in the vi- 
ty of Providence and adjoin- 
ing the Shamrock operation and 
has been prospecting to deter- 
mine location for their proposed 
mine.

MINES AND MINING NEWS 



A rise in the pensions of the 
French miners, one of the de- 
mands of last year's colliers' 
strike in France, has been resol- 
ved upon by the French Senate. 

The anti-strike legislation of 
T h e Netherlands Parliament, 
which has received the approval 
of the Crown, is sweeping in its 
character. This legislation was 
induced by the strike of railway 
employes which several months 
ago crippled the transportation 
service of the country which is 
in control of the State. One of 
the laws just enacted provides 
for the organization of a railroad 
brigade to prevent interruption 
of the traffic ; another authorizes 
a royal commission to adjudicate 
the grievances of railway - em- 
ployes, and another p 1 a c e s 
strikes in the list of criminal of- 
fenses, and imposes punishment 
of fine and imprisonment upon 
persons who instigate strikes. 

The drilling outfit of Mr. 
Dowduo who has recently been 
putting <!own holes for pumping 
water out of the Hecla mine, is 
being moved to the White Plains 
country this week to test the 
coal lands of that section. Mr. 
Dowdna is an experienced drill 
man. He will probably operate 
in the oil fields of South Central 
Kentucky after he secures the 
sort of a drilling outfit he desires. 
The one he has operated here is 
too small for oil wells. 

General Treasurer W. B. Wil- 
Bon, of the U. M. W. of America 
reported for the year 1901 a do- 
nation from the National Treas- 
ury of the organization amount- 
ing to 1104.000 to Secretary- 
Treasurer Campbell of District 
23. For 1902 he reports a dona- 
tion of $42,500 up to June 30, 
making a total of $146,500 con- 
trolled by the National Board 
and used ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of organizing Hopkins 
county. This money established 
camps and bought the guns with 
which Officer Coffey and Miner 
Gooch were killed. Three mem- 
bers of the U. M. W. are now 
serving life sentences in the pen- 
itentiary for the8e | murders, and 
several other members are in 
jail awaiting trial for complicity 
in the Coffey murder. How 
proud Treasurer Wilson must 
feel over the work his money 
accomplished. 

Local No 2131 of Sturgis, Ky. r 
contributed $3.60 to the anthra- 
cite strikers during 1902 aud is 
reported to have suffered severly 
from that tired feeling after so 
severe an effort. Local No. 1366, 
of Island, Ky., beat this record 
by giving $10.70 to the same 
fund. 

Wheatcroft, Ky., has two 
locals No's 1377 and 1534 the 
first sending the anthracite min- 
ers $504.71, the other $137,60. 

The smallest contributor to 
this fund was by Local 1840 at 
Smithton in District No. 5, the 
amount donated being just $1.10. 

Joseph J. Jerniyn of the an- 
tharacite field says: "Our com- 
pany mines 500,000 tons of coal 
a year, but would produce much 
moro if the men could be prevail- 
ed upon to work. Even when 
the stress was the greatest and 
coal was most in demand the 
miners refused to work over six 
or seven hours and took holidays 
whenever they liked, sometimes 
six or seven days in succession."

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MORE FAKE DISPATCHES. 

There is n note of promise to 
be found in an article bearing the 
title of "Fake Specials," which 
appeared in the Madisonville 
Hustler of last Friday. For 
some time past, as Thk Bee 
has several times called to the 
attention of the public, Madison- 
ville and surrounding territory 
has been systematically victim- 
ized by the sensational and often 
rediculous reports that have been 
sent out from that place, appar- 
ently by some fledgling of a re- 
porter who seemingly did not 
mean to lie outright but was 
simply unable to recognize a 
plain fact when he met it in the 
road. The identity of this re- 
porter or of these reporters is 
unknown to us, and our es- 
timate of them was and is made 
wholly upon the character and 
composition of their special dis- 
patches, which is illustrated by 
the following dispatch sent from 
Madisonville last week : 
Suicide By Poison. 
Madisonville, Ky., May 1.— The 
home of Mr. anil Mrs. Marion Mc- 
Chard was the scene of a horrible 
suicide yesterday afternoon when 
the younpr husband suicided by pois- 
onin*K himself. Why this rash actof 
Mr. McChard was committed is not 
known, and an investigation is be- 
ing made. He was an insurance 
agent. 

This dispatch made Mr. Mc- 
<Jord a citizen of Madisonville, a 
young man and an insurance 
agent, and stated in positive 
terms that he suicided by taking 
poison. The facts are, as pub- 
lished in this paper today that- 
Mr. Marion McCord was a long 
time resident of Earlington, a 
well known and competent con- 
tractor and builder, a man of 
middle age and that he did not 
commit suicide. His death was 
sudden and out of a chance re- 
mark grew a rumor that he might 
have taken poison; but there 
were no facts to back up the 
rumor and no steps were taken 
toward making any investiga- 
tion. His death simply fol- 
lowed a period of hard drinking 
and ended the life of a man of 
large native ability, eminently 
competent in his chosen vocation, 
whose better self had many 
friends and was in turn a bearer 
of staunch and loyal friendship. 

But the Madisonville Hustler 
puts a different and a more serious 
phase upon the work of these 
fake correspondents and says 
that many alleged news items 
sent out from that place are fab- 
rications and "absolutely with- 
out any foundation whatever." 

There has been enough of this 
false and irresponsible "news" 
reporting from the county seat 
in the past two years, during 
which time matters of large mo- 
ment were at times daily and 
viciously misrepresented. It is 
high time to call a halt and to 
insist that Hopkins county af- 
fairs, even personal and trivial, 
be reflected in conscientious and 
painstaking v. ork on the part of 
the reporters for the press.

LAW DOES NOT TAX PRI- 
VATE BOARDING HOUSES. 



Bill Passed by Last Legislature Charge 
$10 Annually h>r -Hotels and 



ThiBu regrets the necessity of 
calling attention this season to 
ihooting about I,och Mary, but 
mmerous complaints are heard and 
there is physical evidence that they 
are justified by facts. 

There is every reason why shoot- 
ing about the lake should not be in- 
dulged In nor allowed. It is pro- 
hibited by the owners of the proper- 
ty. A portion of the lake is within 
the city limits. Shooting there Is 
dangerous to the persons of the 
many who go there tor fishing or 
outing, and the batiks of Loch Mary 
a favorite resort. For all of 
e reasons and more this form of 
thoughtless sport is wrong, is un- 
lawful. There is a rigid law against 
shooting on the public highway. 
The shooting that is complained of 
is far more dangerous. 

And at this particular season of 
the year there is nothing to shoot at 
lawfully. Fortunately the laws of 
Kentucky protect with severe penal- 
ties every little feathered songster 
and lnsectiverous bird that flies. 
There is no "open season" for the 
daughter of these. They may not 
be killed or captured at any time. 
For the pleasure of sportmen there is 
an open season for all game birds 
and animals. But now those sea- 
sons are closed and guarded by the 
laws of the State against the wanton 
destruction of the small remnant of 
splendid game left In this country. 
Thus both the species and sport are 
preserved. 

There is another serious depreda- 
tion that has been committed there. 
Some irrepressible savage has used 
the lock of the boat house door as

No little uneasiness has been ac- 
casioned 011 the part of many keep- 
ers of Small, private.boardlng houses 
la the county by this rumor, and 
some severe denunciation of the law 
making power has been Indulged in. 
All of this would be fully justified 
if the report were true that such a 
law is on the statute books. For no 
more absurd or oppressive proposi- 
tion can be imagined than that the 
many helpless widows and other 
humble and needy keepers of small 
boarding houses throughout the 
State should be required to pay for 
the privilege of adopting so very un- 
certain a means of support. 

But the report is not true. The law 
does not mention boarding houses. 
It specifies "Hotels and Taverns." 
but does not define them. There are 
of course, cases about which a ques- 
tion may reasonably be raised. And 
equally of course certain lawyers 
will have somethlug to quibble over 
that will bring business occasionally 
in a small way. But the law wa* 
evidently not meant to levy a tax 
on the small, private, boarding 
house and an effort upon the part of 
any lawyer to so stretch the measure 
as to burden that class of people in 
such a manner would fall heir to 
the severe and deserved condemna- 
tion at the bauds of the public.

square feet of space In the Agricul- 
tural building for its general agricul- 
tural display. This is exclusive of 
5,000 square feet to be given Ken- 
tucky tobacco, which will be in charge 
of a Bpeclal exhibit committee ap- 
pointed for the purpose, and 2,000 
square feet for whisky, also in charge 
of a special committee. On Col. Nail's 
committee there are two members 
who will look after the horticultural 
and florlcultural display. The former 
Is M. F. Johnson, President of the 
Kentucky Horticultural society, and 
the latter Henry Nanz of Louisville. 
Col. Nail has had a reservation of 
3.000 square feet of space made for 
these two displays in the Horticul- 
tural building. 

In his latest circular of instructions 
Col. Nail calls upon the county com- 
mittees, the total membership of 
which amounts to 432, to collect com- 
plete exhibits In all classifications. 

For the grains he gives the follow- 
ing specific instructions: 

Corn— Entire stalk, 10 in number, 
with blades, ears and tassel complete; 
ears, 10 incumber; shelled, one-third 
gallon in strong cotton bag. The vari- 
eties should all be shown, white, yel- 
low, red, mixed, popcorn, Kaffir corn, 

c. 

Wheat— Sheaf, nine Inches In diam- 
eter, bound with twine or wire; 

shed, one-fourth bushel in cotton 
bag; should be shown In every variety 
grown In the Btate. The macaroni and 
Emmcr wheat should be shown. 

Oat3— Sheaf, nine inches In diam- 
eter, bound with twine or wire; shell- 
ed, one-fourth bushel in cotton bags. 
Black, white, mlNod, winter and every 
other variety, 
llyc — Sheaf, nine inches In dlam- 
er, bound with twine or wire; 
threshed, one-fourth bushel in cotton 
bags. White, black nnd any other 
arloty known to be grown in the 



Unique as an attrartlon will be the 
exhibits of airships, balloons, gliding 
machines and kites at the St. Louis 
World s fair. No such display has over 
" -on attempted at any exposition. 
Tho aeronautic contest has caused 
ich widespread interest that even nt 
mis date Its success Is attired. Santos- 
Dumont. Sir Hiram Maxim. Professor 
Langloy and other Inventors of Inter- 
national fame are busily engaged per- 
fecting new crafts with which to nav 
igate the air in the rac es scheduled for 
1904. Out In San Francisco an entire 
block of land Is tenated by persons 
who are building an immense airship 
In which they propose to fly to St. 
Louis. Several machines resembling 
a bat in appearance are being con- 
structed near 'Bridgeport, Conn., and 
at Frankfort, N. Y„ there Is a balloon 
farm where experiments are being 
made with a number of new flying cre- 
ations. 

Tho Chief of Transportation Exhib- 
its is in correspondence with more 
than 250 persons who are contemplat- 
ing participation in tho contest. No 
inventor can compete for the grand 
prize of $100,000 who cannot give sat- 
isfactory proof that he has made a 
flight over at least a mile course and 
return. 

This great race will be over a 10- 
mile course Bhaped like a letter "L," 
which will be marked at the turns by 
captive balloons, and the prize will bt 
awarded to the competitor whose aver- 
age speed during three trips shall be 
the greatest. 

Many other prizes have been offered. 
One of $2,500 is for the flying maThine 
carrying an operator which will make 
the fastest straightaway run of one 
mile and return. Two thousand dol- 
lars for the gliding machine, mounted 
by an operator, which shall advance at 
a vertical angle most acute with the 
horizon. Two prizes are offered for 
the best airship motor. 

Four prizes of $5,000 each will at- 
tract balloonists es well as airship in- 
ventors. One Is for the greatest alti- 
tude attained; the second for the long- 
est time in air; the third is for the 
'aeronaut landing nearest the Washing- 
ton monument, the start being made 
from the exposition grounds, and the 
fourth is for the longest journey In any 
direction, starting trom the exposition 
grounds.
